STAFF at a newly opened take¬ 
away have described the terrify¬ 
ing moment when a knife-wield¬ 
ing robber stormed into their 
kitchen and demanded cash. 

Employees at Domino’s Pizza, in 
Apple Acre Road, Haverhill, were 
closing up on Sunday evening when 
a man began banging on their front 
window, demanding that they order 
a taxi for him. 

When staff went outside to talk to him, the 
man barged his way into the takeaway’s 
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kitchen and then into the office, where the 
manager was counting the day’s takings. 

He then produced a large kitchen knife and 
demanded the staff hand over the cash before 
he fled from the scene with a woman. 

One of the store’s managers Sam Irons, 18, 
said: “He was banging on the window trying 
to get my attention and one of us went outside 
to see what he wanted. 

“We rang him a taxi, but they rang back say¬ 
ing it would be delayed. One of us went out¬ 
side to tell him what was happening, but he 
then appeared in the kitchen holding a knife. 


“It was a pretty large kitchen knife and he 
was shouting ‘Where’s my taxi?’ 

“I wasn’t afraid as I was standing behind a 
counter, but I was anxious for my colleagues 
who were right next to him. 

“He went into the office, where our man¬ 
ager was cashing up, and told him to hand it 
over. 

“There was also a girl outside with him - 
she sounded like she was crying and they had 
been shouting at each other earlier. 

“It’s annoying that some people think they 
can do this. There are other ways to get 
money - like getting a job like most people.” 

The raid comes just three weeks after the 
Domino’s outlet opened for business.

Both Ellena Badenoch, seven, and her 
four-year-old sister Georgia, were born 
with albinism, causing pale skin, white 
hair, severe short-sightedness and sen¬ 
sitivity to light. 

Ellena has 3/60 vision - which means 
she needs to be three metres from an 
object to see it with the same clarity as 
someone else 60 metres from it. 

But both girls have delighted their 
parents, Tim and Charlotte, with their 
ability to cope with their condition and 
flourish. And now the family, of Tiber¬ 
ius Close, Haverhill, has a new member 
- five-month-old brother Frazer - who 
does not have albinism. 

The girls were featured in the Weekly 
News a year ago to try to increase 
understanding of their condition and 
Charlotte said that since then the family 
had gone from strength to strength. 

Earlier this year they visited Disney- 
world in Florida and Ellena, who is reg¬ 



istered blind, was lucky enough to swim 
with dolphins with her dad. 

Mrs Badenoch said: “We had loads of 
people come up to us after they were in 
the paper. 

“There has been no bullying and one 
boy sent Ellena a Christmas card and 
said he had written it especially big so 
that she could see it. 

“They are both doing really well. 


Ellena has just passed her 20 metres 
swimming test and has joined a ballet 
workshop at Hundon and has taken part 
in their Christmas performance.” 

Mrs Badenoch praised the support of 
Ellena’s school, Coupals, and Stradis- 
hall’s Happy Days Nursery which 
Georgia attends. 

She said: “The school has been absol¬ 
utely brilliant, and has got enlarged text 
books and anything she could possibly 
need. She has just got a lap-top and will 
learn to touch type, so that will be her 
way of working. 

“She has difficulty catching a ball, but 
she has one with a bell, so that she can 
hear it before she sees it. She can do 
everything that other children can do, 
just slightly changed round.” 

The girls must also take more care in 
the sun, as their mum explained: 
“Because their skin has no pigment in it 
they have to wear factor 50 sun cream 
from March to October, or they just 
completely burn up. 

“They are just normal, happy little 
girls, who are special, but just take 
everything in their stride.”

Total clear-out as 
Woolworths closes 


OFFICE filing cabinets, 
shop shelves and even 
the cleaner’s broom are 
among the items up for 
sale at Haverhill’s Wool- 
worths branch before its 
closure on Monday. 

Managers at the High 
Street store have been 
ordered to sell everything in 
the final days before the 
iconic retail chain closes its 
doors for good on January 5. 

All prices in the Haverhill 
branch have been slashed by 
50 per cent, while the store’s 
office furniture was also 
available at fire sale prices. 

Thirty-seven staff will lose 
their jobs when the store 
closes on Monday as the 
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Woolies brand disappears 
from the high street after 
almost 100 years. 

More than 27,000 people 
nationwide will lose their 
jobs following the collapse of 
the firm, which had 807 
stores. 

Shopper Lyn Pembroke, 48, 
from Kedington, said: “It’s 
terrible to see all the shelves 
looking so bare - it was such 
a British institution that I 
never thought I’d see it go. 

“I bought some cheap DVDs 
and some Pick and Mix too, 
but only for old time’s sake. 

“I suppose Woolies couldn’t 


keep up with the internet 
when it came to prices and 
people don’t really buy 
singles in the shops anymore, 
which is how it got people 
through its doors.” 

Harry McClean, 22, of West 
Wratting, added: “It’s sad to 
see it go and I feel desperately 
sorry for all the staff, who are 
putting on a very brave face. 

“But there isn’t anything in 
here that I really want. I buy 
my DVDs from Amazon and 
my music off Itunes - I’ve 
bought a few sweets for my 
younger brother though. 

“Once pound shops started 
offering the same things as 
Woolies for less, then the 
writing was on the wall.” 


Man fined for cannabis plants 


AN UNEMPLOYED man who 
admitted growing 50 cannabis 
plants in his home has been 
made the subject of a 
community order for a year 
by magistrates and ordered to 
do 200 hours unpaid work. 

Daniel Killian, 31, appeared 
before magistrates at 
Sudbury for sentencing, and 
was also ordered to pay £60 
costs, a £50 fine and a £15 
victim surcharge. 


Magistrates ordered that 
the plants seized should all be 
destroyed. 

At a previous hearing, Kill¬ 
ian, of Millfields Way, Haver¬ 
hill, admitted producing 
cannabis and a breach of the 
peace offence. 

His case was adjourned so 
that a pre-sentence report 
could be made. 

At the earlier hearing 
Rosalind Clark, prosecuting, 


said police visited Killian’s 
flat and found a number of 
plants growing, with silver 
paper on the walls, as well as 
lights and heaters. 

Hayley Carpenter, for Kill¬ 
ian, said he was growing the 
cannabis for his own use to 
help him sleep, which he 
found difficulty after 
receiving a head injury in a 
car accident in 1995.

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Shake-up move 
angers leaders

THREE council lead¬ 
ers have condemned a 
decision to throw out 
proposals for three 
unitary authorities in 
Suffolk in the long- 
awaited shake-up of 
the county’s local 
government. 

Geoffrey Jaggard of 
Forest Heath, John 
Griffiths of St Edmunds- 
bury and Mark Bee of 
Waveney have written to 
the Boundary Committee 
for England (BCE) asking 
why it has not extended 
consultation on plans for 
three all-serving councils 
in the county - effectively 
dismissing their pre¬ 
ferred option. 

They believe plans for 
unitary authorities cover¬ 
ing east Suffolk, west 
Suffolk and the Ipswich 
and Felixstowe area are 
preferable to the two¬ 
unitary option of an 
Ipswich and Felixstowe 
authority and a Suffolk 
rural council or the 
Suffolk County Council- 
backed One Suffolk 
option.

In a written statement, 
the three council leaders 
said: “What clearer evi¬ 
dence could there be of an 
unjust process which, by 
not allowing all the 
options to be considered 
is clearly not giving local 
people a chance to have 
their say? 

“How can a process 
being used to determine 
the future local demo¬ 
cratic structure for 
Suffolk do anything but 
alienate voters from the 
democratic process if, at 
the outset, it refuses them 
the opportunity of a full 
review of all the options?” 

The trio added: “We are 
very angry and believe 


this is further evidence of 
a hugely flawed process. 

“We remain certain 
that a three unitary 
structure would be the 
best way to deliver strong, 
effective and engaging 
local government. 

“We call on the BCE 
once more to meet with 
us, listen to our proposals 
and afford us the same 
consideration that has 
been given to the 
unwieldy and undemo¬ 
cratic Suffolk option.” 

The BCE, which is in 
charge of the local 
government shake-up that 
will see the end of 
separate district and 
county councils, will 
deliver its recommend¬ 
ations to the Government 
on February 13 - six 
weeks after the initial 
deadline of December 31. 

Secretary of State Hazel 
Blears will make her 
decision on the reorgan¬ 
isation by March 27 - six 
weeks later than expected 
after the Government 
asked for more time to 
consider the costs of 
scrapping the two-tiers 
systems in Suffolk and 
Norfolk.

Police seize drugs 

POLICE seized drugs worth 
tens of thousands of pounds 
after they stopped a car and 
raided a home in Haverhill. 
Officers stopped a Volkswagen 
on the A1307 near the town 
and found a large amount of 
drugs - believed to be cocaine 
and heroin. 

They then found more drugs, 
including what are thought to 
be bars of heroin and several 
thousand tablets believed to 
be LSD, in a house in 
Haverhill, along with a 
quantity of cash. 

A man and woman were 
arrested on suspicion of 
possessing Class A drugs with 
intent to supply after the car 
was searched, and another 
man was arrested on 
suspicion of possessing Class 
A drugs following the house 
raid. 


A PORSCHE driver 
has pleaded not guilty 
to causing the death of 
a woman on the A143 
at Thurlow by danger¬ 
ous driving. 

Rhodie Povey, 26, 
denied the offence 
when he appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court. 

Povey, of High 
Street, Stansfield, is 
alleged to have been at 
the wheel of a Porsche 
944 sports car when it 
was involved in a coll¬ 
ision with a Citroen 
Saxo car on May 5. 

The woman who 


died was Jane Gatt, 44, 
who lived in the 
Haverhill area. She 
died in hospital follow¬ 
ing the accident on the 
A143, half a mile 
south of Highpoint 
Prison. 

After Povey con¬ 
firmed his name and 
entered a not guilty 
plea, Judge John Dev- 
aux told him that his 
trial would take place 
at the end of March. 
Until that hearing 
Povey has been 
released on uncon¬ 
ditional bail.

Hospital 
in bid to 
improve 
training

IMPROVED training facilities 
are set to be introduced at West 
Suffolk Hospital after the trust 
board approved plans for a 
£450,000 extension to the 
education centre. 

The new facility would house a 
lecture theatre capable of seating 120 
people and would allow the hospital to 
train extra doctors and nurses every 
year. 

The new building has been designed 
to provide a flexible space which, if 
necessary, could be divided into two 
smaller rooms, each accommodating 60 
people. 

If planning permission is granted, it 
is hoped the extension will be 
completed by January 2010. 

The work will be paid for with money 
from a variety of sources, including 
nursing endowment funds and income 
generated by holding educational 
events at the centre. 

Dr Roy Bannon, medical director at 
the trust, said: “This extension 
supports our continued commitment to 
education and learning and will 
further strengthen the excellent 
teaching partnerships we have in place 
with our local universities and 
colleges. 

“At West Suffolk, we have a long trad¬ 
ition of investing in staff training, and 
we appoint many of our staff partially 
as a result of that reputation. We are 
confident that this new facility will 
give us even greater scope for training 
in the future.” 

More detailed designs for the 
extension will now be drawn up and a 
planning application will be submitted 
to St Edmundsbury Borough Council. 

If permission is granted, it is hoped a 
tendering process to appoint a 
contractor will be completed by May, 
with work starting on site during the 
summer.

The gear-shift indicator 
senses the way the vehicle 
is being driven, taking 
account of road gradient, 
vehicle load and individual 
driving style and identifies 
the most suitable gear 
change point. 


The system continuously 
monitors data from the 
vehicle including engine 
speed, road speed, gear 
selected and throttle 
position to calculate 
optimum gear changes. 

Using the gear-shift 
indicator helps drivers to 
maximise the fuel economy 
of Ford models, which are 
already among the most 
fuel efficient in their class. 
The Ford Fiesta ECOnetic 
achieves a combined fuel 
consumption of 76.3mpg 
along with an ultra-low 
98g/km C02, making it 
exempt from UK road tax.

ALMOST 30 per 
cent of motorists 
would drive up to 
100 miles to avoid 
staying with 
family and friends 
over Christmas, an 
AA/Populus 
survey has 

showed. 

And nine per cent of 
men said they would 
take to the car to get 
away from an 
overnight stay with 
their in-laws, the poll of 
more than 7,000 
motorists found. 

As many as 11 per 
cent would drive more 
than 100 miles to avoid 
any unwanted family 
reunions, with men 
more prepared than 
women to make long 
journeys. 

But 45 per cent of 
those polled said they 
preferred an overnight 
stay with family and

friends rather than 
drive even relatively 
modest distances at 
Christmas. 

From this research 
the AA predicted that 
during this Christmas 
and New Year roads 
look like being fairly 
quiet, as in addition to 
the overnighters, a 
further 16 per cent in 
the survey said they 
did not drive at all over 


the holiday season. The 
quietest day will be 
New Year’s Day 
followed by Christmas 
Day. 

AA president 
Edmund King said: 
“Some drivers seem 
determined to drive 
long distances to avoid 
staying with families 
or friends at 
Christmas. The old 
’mother-in-law’ joke 


may have some 
credence with nine per 
cent of males. As long 
as these drivers are not 
driven to drink this 
might be a sensible 
move. 

“Almost one quarter 
of drivers will drive for 
more than 20 miles on 
Boxing Day but New 
Year’s Day will be quiet 
with only 13 per cent 
saying they will be 
taking to the roads. 

“A good proportion of 
those saying they 
would be out on the 
roads over Christmas 
and New Year are in 
the younger age 
groups. On New Year’s 
Eve the survey found 
that 18 to 24 year olds 
are most likely to be on 
the road (22 per cent) 
which could pose 
safety concerns about 
potential drink/drug 
driving or distraction 
caused by a car full of 
reveller passengers.”
